wanted was ulcely charred along th* 
inner edge, and the story would bav« 
been accepted by treasury officials hat! 
It uot iieen that within twenty-foui 
hours there was received from a bank 
in the sam e state the other half of th* 
note. 
The theory of treasury officials wai 
that while more or leas Intoxicated tin 
man bad struggled for [toasesMon of 
the bill with some one who had w rest 
ed half of It from bim; that the d e 
spoiler bad turned the half luto tbs 
bank and received Ave dollars for It; 
that the intoxicated man. recovering 
bls senses, had found the other half In 
bis pocket and, not wishing to lose 
his money, bad conceived the plan of 
singeing th* edge of the uote sod 
claiming that the other half had been 
destroyed.

Beverly, Mass., Oct. 4.— It iH doubt­ 
ful if P resident Taft will apeak again 
in the congressional campaign. 
He 
feels that he has done his share in 
having made his appeal for harmony in 
the letter sent Chairm an McKinley, of 
the Republican congressional com m it­ 
tee, and in having delivered his speech 
last Saturday night in New York city. 
The president will leave It now to 
the 
Republicans of the 
country to 
think over his words aud get together 
if possible. 
Mr. T a ft’s fro n d s point 
out that he has done everything that 
be could do with dignity to bury the 
factional fights of the last session cd 
congress and heal the breach 
u the 
party 
When the president in his McKinley 
letter delivered his invitation for all 
Republicans to get together two things 
seemed to stand in the way of a re­ 
sponse. One of these was the prest 
den t’s own hostile attitude toward the 
Insurgents in regard to patronage, and 
the other was the president’s failure to 
give them any credit for legislation 
enacted at th e last se.ssiou of con­ 
gress. 
The president set out to remove both 
of these objections, and be believed 
that he accomplished his purpose. He 
announced publicly his dec ision to re­ 
store federal patronage to ail insur­ 
gents. and 
then in his New York 
speec h on Saturday night frankly ad­ 
mitted the progressives to a sh a re of 
the credit for the legislation enacted 
last tension. The president's political 
advisers feel now that he has extend 
ed his harm ony 
Invitation and 
has 
backed It up by removing the obsta 
d e s for which be was responsible, that 
be has gon e as far as be can consist 
eutly go 
The president believes that he has 
opened the way for the insurgents and 
regulars to get together in the coming 
elections and work only as Republi­ 
cans Having paved abe way. the presi­ 
dent is likely from now on to hold 
himself aloof from the political fight 
and to leave it to others to build on tbs 
foundation he bas laid. 
The president has been receiving 
som e very encouraging reports on the 
effect of the conciliatory attitude* that

representatives 
have written that his rec ent speeches, 
including his conservation speech at

W ashington, Oct. 4.— From figures 
on the world’s coal suppl* iu a recent 
Iii it intl publication, the bt*, eau of m an­ 
ufactures ut the departm ent of com 
memo and labor has compiled stat!* 
tics showing that the United States, 
Aith 690,438 persons employed in min­ 
ing coal in Ik'**, produced 126,652,000 
tons of coal more than were produced 
bv 966,264 persons similarly employed 
in the United Kingdom. 
It also is shown that the production 
of ceja! in tile United States am ounted 
to 538 tons per person employed, a* 
against 271 tons produced per person 
in the I'ni*ed Kingdom. 
Based upon re to rts of 1908 and 1909, 
the 
total 
production of coal in the 
United Kingdom, the United States, 
Russia, 
Sweden, Germany, Belgium, 
France. Spain, Austria. Hungary and 
Japan for 19o9, was estim ated at 958,- 
674,000 tons, wit Ii a total value at the 
pit of $ 1,854.323.893. The num ber of 
persons 
employed Ha producing the 
coal was 3.172,110, and the average 
number of tons produced per person 
was 294.
